Sr. Pltura. 


A case sheet on Sr. Pitura is enclosed, and the following is an 
aptetsroa subsequent events. On Aug, 20, 1982, Sr. Pitura was released 

Jpison and placed on restricted liberty. As the political s: tuation 
£n Aremtim ms nost unstable at that time, Sr. Pitura’s wife. Carmen, 
eontacted the OH in Switzerland to attempt to attain permission for Sr. 
Pitura to go to Switzerland under the Family Reunification Plan. Carmen, 
an Argentine , has ref ugee status in Switzerland, but resides, in Nicaragua, 
{he believed that it was necessary that she be in Switzerland for the 
IK to effect his departure from Argentina . Belie vim that he would be 
illowed to go the Switzerland, Carmen fie*/ from Nicaragua to Switzerland 
In Peb. or Mar. of 1983. Her airline ticket allowed ter to remain for a 
Lijaited .period in Switzerland and at the end of that period she was 
forced to return to Nicaragua, while Sr. Pitura remained in Argentina. 

(o the best of my knowledge, Carmen is now in Nicaragua and her husband 
remains on restricted liberty in Argentina. 


If possible , I would like tc have you take two actions. One, contact 
Fuliette Messina at the UN in Switzerland for any information that they 
lave cortming Sr. Pitura’s. current situaticr.. Two, contact the Swiss 
rovernment regarding the possibility of a v rsa for Sr. Pitura. It, perhaps, 
light be better if,, when you contact the Swiss government, you do not 
iscuss Sr. Pitura’s case specifically, but rather if the Swiss government 
s extending refugee status to Argentines not in prison (previously they 
ave political refugee status to prisoners under Argentina’s "right of 
ption" ) . However, X am sure. that your -adgement on this sort of thing 
s better informed than mine, so handle it as yuu think best. 


I am making this request as a constituent, n as a member of Amnesty 
ntemational, as AI prefers to handle things of this nature through 
heir London office.
